Reserve Board Reports 
Buyers on Strike for Fur- 
ther Drop in Prices—De- 
pression Is Reported 
General. — 


Washington, December 4.—No 
hope of early relief from business 
depression is held out $n the month- 
ly statement of the federal reserve 
board, made public tonight. De- 
pression exists in most communities, 
the statement said, and one of the 
basic causes, so far as the board 
could determine, was a “consumers’ 
strike’—an evident public determi- 
nation “to wait for prices to come 
down.” ) 

Manufacturing activities con- 
tinued to fall off during November, 
the board said. A wave of “reduction 
sales” by retailers has not, it add- 
ed, resulted in increased buying 
which would cause a resumption of 
production in many lines. A “corre- 
sponding dechine in the buying 
power” reflected in the decreased 
volume of trade of all kinds also 
was noted. 

Impossible to Estimate 

“It. is impossible,” he board con- 
tinued, “to estimate the extent to 
which the completion of the read- 
justment process may involve 


further slackent of employment 
and the incite commacote, em- 
barrassment. The favorable elements 
in the immediate situation are the 
improvement of transportation and 
easing of credit conditions.” 

The board said there was a ten- 
dency by some retail merchants to

The result, 
he said, would be “such a widening 
margin between producer and con- 
sumer, as merchandising handlers 
would find necessary to cover ad- 
ditional risks of ownership which 
they would assume. 

“While purporting to be a taxing 
measure,” Mr. Gates said, “it is of 
course not intended to be a revenue 
producer, but rather intended 
through the imposition of a pro- 
hibitory tax to do away with trad- 
ing in grain for future delivery. 
While it purports to leave an op- 
portunity for ‘hedgin’ purchases 
and sales, any one at all familiar 
with the grain marketing ma- 
chinery will realize that the pas- 
sage of such a bill would tend to 
the entire elimination of the insurf- 
ance feature of the grain market. 
Instead of preventing speculation, 
such a provision would necessitate 
speculation on the part of yen 
cash handler of grain and its proa- 
ucts. 

“It is clear that the proponents 
of this bill share the general con- 
fusion between gambling and snec- 
ulation end fail to appreciate that 
officiency in service and economy 
in operation which makes it possi- 
ble to handle grains from the pro- 
ducer to the consuiger on a lower 
margin of profit for the so-called 
middleman that prevails in the 
marketing of any other commodity 
in general uSe.

“The banks serving the country 
districts are peculiarly interested in 
this subject for the reason. that 
whatever benefits will accrue from 
the operation of this company as 
projected will insure primarily to 
the communities and the interests 
that they serve.

receipt for the extra 2 cents, for the 
purpose of a refund to passengers 
if the injunction dicision is upheld 
by the Supreme court. 

The Decatur case entered the 
courts practically coincident with 
that of College Park, following the 
announcement of the power com- 
pany that it would institute 7-cent 
fares on these two lines, regardless 
of contracts existing with the 
municipalities calling for perma- 
nent 5-cent fares. The company held 
that these contracts, made in 1903 
and 19095, respectively, were not 
binding because they were discrim- 
inatory, confiscatory and non-com- 
pensatory. 

Another Ruling Given. 


On the same day, October 19, that 
Judge Hutcheson granted a tempo- 
rary injumction against the power 
company on the Decatur petition, 
Judge John T. Pendleton, of Fulton 
superior court, granted a temporary 
injunction against the establishment 
“ 7-cent fares on the College Park 

ne. 

In making permanent the College 
Park injunction, Judge Pendleton 
allowed a supersedeas, ordering that 
tne power company give receipts for 
the extra two cents of the fare. 

The arguments on the litigation 
were heard by the judge a week 
ago, arguments for the city of De- 
catur being made by Attorney J. 
Howell Green and Judge Frank Har- 
well and those of the power com- 
pany by tthe firm of Rosser, Sla- 
ton & Phillips, the firm of Colquitt 
& Convers, and Attorney J. Prince 
Webster. 

Details of Ruling. 

The order of Judge Hutcheson 
held that, on account of the existing 
contract with the city of Decatur, 
the refusal of the Fulton superior 
court in 1919 to grant a mandamus 
compelling the Georgia railroad 
commissidn to fix and regulate the 
fares on the main Decatur line, and 
the statement of the railroad com- 
mission that it held no jurisdiction 
over that part of the company’s 
line, the power company is without 
authority to change the passenger 
rates on the line. 


BEN HILL CHAMBER 
TO CO-OPERATE 
IN FARM SALES 


Fitzgerald, Ga. December 4.—] 
(Special.) — Twenty-five Fitzgerald 
business men and Ben Hill county 
farmers, constituting the joint com- 
mittee from the chamber of com- 
merce and the Ben Hill County Farm 
Bureau federation, held a_ round- 
table discussion of means of farmer- 
merchant co-operation at a meeting 
at the chamber of commerce yes- 
terday afternoon. The committee 
adjourned until a date to be an- 
nounced later, when definite action 
will be taken. 

Sweet potatoes, peanrts, syrup 
cane and corn were found to be the 
most profitable crops, other than 
cotton and tobacco, that can be 
raised in the county. Special ef- 
forts will be made to improve mar- 
keting facilities for them.

LONDON HOPES

London, December 4.—The news- 
England today were

the government. Reports that the 
labor member of the house of com- 
mons, Arthur Henderspn, who is 
in Ireland at the head of the labor 
commssion investigating conditions 
there is acting as an unpffical go- 
between for the government and the 
Sinn Feiners, and rumors that the 
Catholic church intends taking a 
hand in the offorts at conciliation, 
have been linked with Premier 
Lloyd George's speech at the Con- 
stitutional club last evening. 

While Mr. L'pyd George firmly 
reiterated in the address the ne- 
cessity of suppressing murder and 
revolution in fIreland, his speech 
contained sections which the press 
generally interprets much as does 
the Pall Mall Gazette, which heads 
the address: “The Premier Lights 
the Path.”

She declined, howeter, to reveal 
their names. 

Harrell took his own life shortly 
before 11 o'clock Saturday morn- 
ing in the offices of the Atlanta 
Wholesale Jewelry company, of 
which he was vice president, on 
the ninth floor of the Empire build- 
ing. For hours afterward the build- 
ing was thronged by friends of the 
Jeweler and a mob of the morbid 
drawn by an ftrresistible attraction 
to the scene of the tragedy. 

According to his business asso- 
ciates, he had given no intimation 
of his intention to end his life, al- 
though Ed L. Wight, his brother- 
in-law by his first wife, and his as- 
sociate in business, declares that 
for some time Harrell had talked 
of death and had even gone so far 
as to express definitely his wishes 
as to his place of burial. 

Hiowever, he had attributed this to 
general ill health following a sick- 
ness of last year and fear of apo- 
plexy, and Mr, Wight had no idea 
that he had intended bringing about 
death with his own hand. 

Felt Somewhat Wrong. 

Mr. Harrell had motored to his of- 
fice from his home on Park drive, 
in Peachtree Heights, about 9 
o'clock Saturday morning. Mrs. Har- 
rell had driven himin. On the way 
down he had given her no positive 
intimation of his intended deed, al- 
though, as,she expressed it Saturday 
afternoon, “I could feel there was 
something wrong with him.” 

At the office he had gone about

the routine of his work. There 
are three offices in the suite occu- 
pied by the Atlanta Wholesale Jew- 
elry Company, 915-16-17. No. 915 
is devoted strictly to office pur- 
poses, while the other two offices 
are used as storeroom. On account 
of the value of the goods stored 
there. these rooms are strongly 
built. In fact, each is described as 
being practically a safe. 

Harrell was in 917 when he took 
his life. This is the office at the 
north end of the suite. Evidently 
he fired the shot with his right 
foot resting on a long table in the 
room, for when his body was found 
the heel of that foot was still on 
the table. 

J. W. Mozley, 133 Lee street, an 
employee of the company, was the 
first man to reach him. He imme- 


diately called for aid and brougnt 
George C. Fife, 229 Fifth avenue, 


who is connected with the Wight In- 


vestment company, with offices next 
door. 
Telephones to Hospital. 
Fife rushed in and, seeing that 
Harrell was desperately wounded, 


telephoned to Grady hospital to rush 


an ambulance. The wounded man 
was a mass of blood, while the floor 
for a number of feet about him was 
stained. Seeing that he would die 
of strangulation from the flow of 
blood from his nose and mouth, 
Fife raised the wounded man’s 
head and held him in that position 
until the ambulance arrived. 

Dr. M. M. Burns, the ambulance 
surgeon, found Harrgll in a dying 
condition as he reached the scene, 
but gave him stimulants for both 
his heart action and his respiration 
before he died. The bullet had been 
fired through his right temple and 
had passed out through the left 
temple on practically a straight line. 
The right temple was powder- 
marked. 

The weapon used was an old- 
fashioned Iver Johnson revolver of 
32 caliber. It was the property of 
Mr. Wight, and was usually kept in 
the safe in the offices of the Wight 
Investment company. Mr. Fife ex- 
plained that Harrell had the run of 
the Wight offices as,much as those 
of the jewelry company, and had 
evidently taken the pistol out of the 
safe but a short time before. 

A significant package was found 
on the table in the death room. It 
was a Christmas box addressed to 
“Captain Habersham.” In it was 
a holiday card on which was writ- 
ten “Dear Captain—This may .be a 
little ahead of time but I hope you 
will have a merry Christmas.” It 
was signed by Harrell. The’ box 
contained two neckties. 


First Wife Arrives. 


The body was immediately taken 
to Patterson's mortuary chapel and 
the offices closed against. cu- 
riosity seekers. The first Mrs. Har- 
rell, who is now Mrs. R. D. Hud- 
son, wife of an army officer for- 
merly stationed at Camp Gordon, 
was at the home of her mother, 
Mrs. E. lL. Wight, Sr.. with her 
two daughters, Rebecca Harrell and 
Mollie White Harrell. They were 
immediately notified of the trag- 
edy and Mrs. Hudson reached the 
Empire building before the body 
was removed to the mortuary. 

Efforts to reach Mrs. Harre!] over 
the telephone were unavailing, but 
by a strange coincidence she came 
to the office just a few minutes 
before the body was removed. 

“Usually, when I am downtown, 
Mr. Harrell and I had luncheon to- 
gether,” she said. “I had driven to 
his office to get him to join me 
and when I reached the building I 
heard of this horror,” she gaid Sat- 
urday afternoon. 

Previous to the {Inquest there was 
no intimation that Harrell’s domes- 
tie relations had probably played a 
part in the tragedy. Mr. Wight, the 
brother of the fi.st Mrs. Harrell, 
on being asked the specific question 
whether or not the Harrells family 
affairs had figured in his suicide. 
quite frankly declared that he did 
not know. 

“You can readily understand,” he 
said, “that I would be about the 
last man that Harrell would dis- 
cuss these things with. We were 
business associates and good 
friends, but the fact remains that 
he and my sister had been divorced. 
I didn’t consider it right to ask 
about his relations with his second 
wife, nor did he ever volunteer any 
information. Mrs. Harrell was fre- 
quently in our offices. but I had lit- 
tle more than a speaking acquaint- 
ance with her. 

Had Left No Note. 


Mr. Wight declared that Harrell 
had left no note to explain his act. 
“T am at a loss to account for his 
reasons for killing himself except 
on the general grounds of poor 
health.” he said. “Ever since he 
had an attack of illness about a 
year ago he has been worried over 
his condition. We al] thought that 
he was going to die then, and I 
have had reasons to think that he 
had premonition that he would not 
live long, but he gave me no indi- 
cation that he intended ending 
things by his own hand.” 

Asked about the reasons for be- 
lieving that Harrell considered 
death likely at any time, Mr. Wight 
replied: “Just a few weeks ago 
he came to me and told me that he 
had made a new will and wanted 
me to act as executor. -I consented.” 

It is understood tkat this will 
leaves the bulk of the Harrell prop- 
erty, which is said to be considera- 
ble, to his two daughters by his for- 
mer wife. They are girls of 12 and 
14 years old respectively, and are 
now with their grandmother, Mrs. 
E. L. Wight, Sr. 


Mr. Wight was positive that finan- 


cial troubles had no part in the 
Harrell tragedy. As far as he knew, 
he said, Mr. Harrell’s finances were 
in excellent shape. 

Domestic Infelicity. 

It was not until the inquest, how- 
ever, that the extent that domestic 
infelicity played in“the suicide mo- 
tive, was developed afld it was not 
until Mrs. Harrell had taken the 
stand that it was more than hinted 
at. Up to the time the widow was 
called to the witness chair the in- 
quest had consisted of an account of 
the finding of the body, the nature 
of the wounds and those other de- 
tails that have marked coroner's in- 
quests from time immemorial. 

Paul Donahoo, Fulton county cor- 
oner, had delegated Judge A. A. 
Owens to act in his absence. With 
V. O. Rankin as foreman the jury 
was made up of the following Atlan- 
tans: John Owens, A. F. Lee, D. J. 
Lee, George H. Noble, Jr., and R. B. 
Gaines. 

J. W. Mosley, the clerk of the jew- 
elry company, was the first witness 
called. He simply told of hearing 
the shot, finding the body, and call- 
ing for Mr. Fife. Being questioned 
by the acting coroner, he declared 
that Harrell] had given him no ingi- 
mation that he intended taking his 
life. On the other hand he declared 
that but a few minutes before he 
heard the shot, Harrell had told him 
that Dr. Boland had advised him 
to gake a trip to French Lick, In- 
diana, for his health and that he 
would probably leave the following 
day. “If I do decide to make this 
tcip I want you to take charge of 
the office and run it just exactly 
as if 1 were here,” Harrell had in- 
structed him. 

He was followed by Mr. Fife, who 
told of calling for the Grady ambu- 
lance and discovering the Christmas 
package for Captain Habersham. Dr. 
Burns described thé wounds. 

Wight Takes Stand. 

The first ripple among the list- 
eners was brought about when Mr. 
Wight took the stand and was di- 
rectly asked by Judge Owen whether 
he or any member of his family had 
received any communication from 
Harrell that tended to indicate that 
he contemplated suicide. 

“Let me explain,” said Mr. Wight. 
“Such a communication was received, 
but at that time I didn’t consider 
that it portended suicide. Mr. Har- 
rell had a severe attack abouta year 
ago. Since that time he has suf- 
fered from heavy blood pressure. I 
thought the message indicated that 
he believed he was likely to die of 
apoplexy at any time. 

“s few weeks ago he came to me 
and asked my permission to send 
a request to my mothtr. I asked 
him what was the nature of the 
message. He told me that he 
wanted her permission to be buried 
in the same vault with mv father 
in case he died. ‘My father was 
his best friend and was very fond 


sion to write his request to my 
mother.” 

“Was the communication § re- 
ceived?” asked the coroner. 

“It was. I believe it is in this 
building now.” sad Mr. right. 

The letter, however, was not pro- 
duced. 

Mrs. Harrell Testifies. 

Mrs. Harrell was then called to 
the stand. She had been seated in 
an outer rooin and had evidently 
been weeping almost constantly. She 
was in full possession of her feel- 
ings, however, when she took the 
witness chair. She is a strikingly 


handsome woman, with dark, soulful 
eyes that were particularly appeal- 
ing through the mist of tears that 
constantly gathered over them as 
she testified. She wore a hat cov- 
ered with raven black feathers and 
a black coat trimmed in gray fur. 

“Do you know any reason why 
your husband |should have comm#t- 
ted suicide?” Judge Owen asked. 

Tears again sprang to her eyes. 
but rallying her faculties, Mrs. 
Harrell replied: “He has not been 
himself since a year ago when his 
first wife left him and married 
again. He has been nervous and 
morbid—something has been wor- 
rying him. This condition was 
made worse in June when his chil- 
dren left him and went to live with 
their grandmother. 

“Two weeks ago something hap- 
pened. I don't know what it was, 
but I might find out,” she added. 
and there was fire in her eyes as 
she said this. 

‘Up to that time he was the 
most wonderful man I had ever 
known. We were married onlv a 
few months ago and our life had 
been wonderfully happy. He had 
not onlv told’ me of his happiness, 
but he had tol his mother the same 
thing. Then. as I said, something 
happened. On occasions Me was 
cross with me. T knew there was 
an outside influence working against 


had greater power over him than 
his love for me. 

“J had known Mr. Harrel! for 
some years, but never intimately, 
until last February.” 
“Was he in good 
night?” a juror asked. 

Was Never Happier. 


“He was never happier. I believe” 
said Mrs. Harrell. “He seemed just 
as happy as he could be, but this 
morning I saw the change. I drove 
him to town, and on the way I 
knew that something was the mat- 
ter. The feeling was indefinabdie, 
but still I knew that something was 
wrong. . 

“T asked him if there was any- 
thing worrying him and he didn't 
answer, but continued to seem any- 
thing but himself. I felt at that 
time that he hardly knew whcre 
he was or what was happening.” 

“Did he give any intimation tnat 
he contemplated killing himself?” 
asked Judge Owen. 

“On the other hand, he gave me 
indications that he was looking 
forward to a lot of pleasure in life. 
We were going to Cuba in January 
and we discussed details of the 
trip last night.” 

As soon as Mrs. Harrell com- 
pleted her tesfimony the jury re- 
tired, viewed the body and brougut 
in the verdict. 

Records of the Fulton county 
courts bear out the stories of do- 
mestic infelicity in the two fam- 
ilies. Harrell’s first wife was Miss 
Ruby Wight, daughter ‘of Colonel 
E. L. Wight, prominent financier 
of Albany, Ga, and later a rest- 
dent of Atlanta. Harrell, who was 
between 40 and 42 years old and a 
big, strong, handsome man, was for 
years associated in business with 
the Wights. 

Asks for Divorce. 

Apparently he and his wife had 
lived happily together until very 
recent years. Then Harrell insti- 
tuted divorce proceedings. The

The figures on at- 
tendance will be worked up later. 
November's figures show that it 
was one of the most active conven- 
tion months of the year. 

In addition to its work in bring- 
ing conventions to Atlanta, which 
through its work has been given a 
national reputation as “the conven- 
tion city of Dixie,” the bureau is 
also very active in advertising the 
city’s unsurpassed facilities for han- 
dling antomobile tourists, winter 
tourists and other transient travei- 
ers, and the bureau's carefully com- 
piled records show that there have 
come to Atlanta this year to con- 
ventions and otherwise, a total of 
about 175,600 visitors, or nearly as 
many as the city’s population.

IN PITCHED BATTLE 


Lexington, Ky., December 4.—Nine 
,moonshiners were captured and a 
number of others believed to have 
been killed or wounded in a battle 
between thirty moonshiners and 
fourteen Unite@ States revenue of- 
ficers in the southern part of Bell 
county, near the Tennessee border, 
according to reports received here 
tonight by Chief Prohfbition Agent 
W. G. McFarland. 

None of the government officers 
was injured, although more than 
1,000 shots were fired. Five stills 
were destroyed. The government 
forces were headed by Prohibition 
Agents Steve Cornett and Charles 
Winfrey.

, These estimates, prepared by the 
democratic administration, are for 
the operation, of the government 
during the first fiscal year of the 
new republican administration. Re- 
publican ieadgrs in the senate and 
house already Nave forecast a sharp 
cut in the total and within the 
week the house committees will 
begin the work of shaping the bills 
which will carry the sums for the 
various departments. 

The estimates for the postal ser- 
vice will not actually figure in 
governmental expenditure since the 
postal revenue practically cover the 
cost of operation. 

Included in the estimates for the 
army and navy is a total of $95,- 
000,000 for development and main- 
tenance of the air service in the 
two defensive branches of the g0v- 
ernment, the navy asks for $35,- 
000,000 and the army seeks $60,- 
000,000. 

For Building Warships. 

Chief among the estimates for the 
navy is one of $184,000,000 to con- 
tinue the 1916 three-year building 
program. Pay for the navy per- 
sonnel exceeds it by $923,910. 

The army’s greatest single item 
is $215,659,830 for the pay and 
ynileage of officers and men. Sub- 
sistence costs for the force is es- 
timated at $64,490,895. An appro- 
priation of $74,808,000 is postponed 
for the national guard. 

Expenditures on public works 
suggested under the war depart- 
ment total $185,134,428, of which 
$68,097,865 goes to river and har- 
bor development. For improvement 
and maintenance of military posts, 
fortifications and other works of 
defense the armv lists $117,153,614. 

Included in the miscellaneous 
items is an estimate of $147,898,520° 
for the shipping board and one of 
$160,000,000 for the bureau of war 
risk insurance. 

In its program to take care of 
disabled soldiers, sajlor and ma- 
rines under the war risk act, the 
treasury department seeks appri- 
priations of $35,000,000 for ad- 
ditional hospital and dispensary 
facilities and $50,000,000 for medical 
and hospital services. The federal 
board for vocational education asks 
$78,000,000 to carry on its work. 

The treasury also seeks $57,033,- 
000 for the internal revenue depart- 
ment which compares with $43,- 
038,000 spent in the current fiscal 
year. For prohibition enforcement 
$7,500,000 is asked. 

Included in the miscellaneous exX- 
penditures are estimates by the 
various departments for the con-- 
duct of strictly departmental af- 
fairs, some of which follow: ~ In- 
terstate commerce commission, $5.- 
574,000; federal trade commission, 
$1,055,000; United States employes’ 
compensation commission and com- 
pensation fund $2,926,840, and rail- 
road labor board, $550,000.

To clean Atlanta is no one person’s responsibility more than an- 
other’s. It is an improvement in which every citizen should feel a 
keen interest.

Cotton Exports: Imcreasing. 

Cotton exports are gradually _ in- 
creasing. It is uphill work, for we 
are technically at war with Ger- 
many and restrictive measures ob- 
tain to neconsider able extent. Eng- 
land, France and Germany must 
have our cotton, Germany requires 
it so greatly she fs getting a pretty 
rood supply by round about means. 
Reerently she obtained a_ supply 
through Netherlands middlemen who 
are acting for American houses. 
Germany pays cash, buying Nether- 
land guilders with marks. The 
Netherland middlemen buv dollars 
with guilders on an at sight or 99 
days’ basis. The business is diffi- 
cult at best, but the necessity for 
our cotton is commanding.

CLOTHES do not make the 
¥ man! 

Thus spake a wise man and 
with much truth, but it can be just as 
truly said that clothes can and do 
establish a type. And that is the work 
of the immense “character” wardrobe 
department of the Lasky sudio in Hol- 
lywood, which is conducted by Roy 

iem and his two assistants. George 
. Schoberlin and J. M. Comerford, and 
which is distinct from the “upper” 
wardrobe, the latter being devoted ex- 
clusively to women’s up-to-date gowns. 

The wardrobe department is one of 
the most essential of all factors in the 
workings of that great modern insti- 
tution, the screen drama; one of the 
basic factors in the application of the 
great art of camouflage or imitation, 
so necessary to the making of motion 
pictures. 


Old and New. 
Into this maze of costumes, clothing 


and garments of every desription, from 
ages gone by down to the present date, 
enter plainly dressed men. They tell 
the gentlemen above named just what 
they are to depict in the picture in 
which they are cast, and in a short 
space of time they are seen on the big 
studio stages as tramps, peddlers, cab 
drivers, apaches, roughneck sailors 
aviators, soldiers, policemen, firemen, 
waiters, servants, cowpunchers, tore- 
dors, knights of old, letter carriers, 
ministers, revellers, artists or any one 
or more of an infinite variety of types 
which might be needed in a certain 
picture or pictures. And the ladies 
are transformed in just the same man- 
ner. 

Clothes do identify the type. There 
is no doubting that after a short jour- 
ney through a motion picture studio. 
We first are enabled to place or recog- 
nize a type by the nature of his dress. 
When one sees a Red Cross nurse on 
the screen, he immediately knows she 
is a Red €ross nurse because she 
wears the Red Cross costume; when 
one sees a soldier, he knows he is a 
soldier, not by the look in his eye, but 
because he has on a soldier’s uniform, 
and the same applies to policemen, 
firemen, janitors, maids, camel drivers, 
bartenders, waiters, priests, the Queen 
of Sheba, the London hack driver or 
whatever the character may be. 


‘ Importance of Wardrobe. 
Thus, it will not be difficult to real- 


ize the importance of the wardrobe as 
a motion picture studio institution, nor 
the responsibility of those to whom is 
entrusted the task of so dressing the 
players that with the aid of make-up, 
they will rcgister on the screen as the 
characters they try to depict, and will 
be perfectly true to type and period. 
This large wardrobe at the Lasky 
studio occupies a floor space of 6,240 
square feet and {fs known around the 
studio as the “character” wardrobe, as 
distinguished from the upper ward- 
robe, which latter is devoted exclu- 
sively to the designing and creatien of 
women’s fashionable dress. This char- 
acter wardrobe was established solely 
for the purpose of providing character 
dress for men and women players. It 
does not furnish any present-day wear. 
The word “character” as used in ap- 
plication to the wardrobe, covers a 
multitude of meanings. A costume is

a character costume, whether it is a 
business suit of the period of 1890 or 
the Roman toga of Julius Caesar. 
Anything that isn't strictly down to 
the minute, is a character costume, and 
it is surprising to observe the changes 
in even the stair styles in men’s ap- 
parel, that occur in the course of two 
or three years. If one is skeptical as 
to such changes, his doubts would be 
completely removed were he to look 
over some of the specimens which 
hang in this character wardrobe and 
compare the clothing of the period of 
1890 with that of a few years later, 
and that of the present day. 
Mhny Different Costumes. 

There are approximately 50,000 dif- 
ferent costumes in the wardrobe stock, 
including about 10,000 different varie- 
ties of everything from shoestrings to 
overcoats. Of some varieties there are 
as many as 75 outfits, all identical in 
material and style, such as uniforms, 
character shirts, trench helmets, Sal- 
vation Army costumes, etc. A small 
idea of the infinite variety of the stock 
will be gained from the following and 
very incomplete rough list, which will 
illustrate, in a small way, this variety. 
There are army uniforms, American, 
French, English and German, of many 
periods in past history and also of the 
present type; police and firemen’s un- 
forms from every state in the United 
States; letter carriers’ uniforms; cow- 
boys’ outfits, including all the para- 
phernalia from spurs to hats; Indian 
costumes; ministers’ and clergymen’s 
costumes, robes, etc., aviators’ clothes; 
waiters’ and servants’ outfits from ev- 
ery country in the world; English 
hunting outfits; colonial costumes, 
character dress and uniforms; al! 
kinds of character shirts; women’s 
housedresses; women’s frocks of all 
kinds, costumes of Chinese, Japanese, 
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of the nine changes which Mr. Ar- 
buckle wears in the picture. Allof 
the garments above mentioned,’ ex- 
cept the business suit, were prepar- 
ed for Mr. Arbuckle before actual 
work on the picture began, and be- 
cause of Mr. Arbuckle’s unusual 
share of avoirdupois, had to be 
made up in the wardrobe espe- 


Court — rae; shouting Civil War 


Hindu, Turkish, Spanish, French and 
many other nationalities; orphanage 
uniforms; convict stripes, mask ball 
costumes; men’s and women’s fancy 
dress costumes, nurses’ uniforms of all 
kinds, army and civil; underwear of 
all kinds; a wide variety of character 
shoes and boots of various nationali- 
ties and periods in history; hats of ev- 
ery kind men’s women’s and chil- 
dren’s, from opera hats to engineers’ 
caps; tights, African “G” strings; 
men’s riding suits, death robes, etc. Of 
men’s and women’s character shoes 
there are 15 bins, averaging 50 pairs 
to each bin, or approximately 750 
pairs of shoes. Also there are many 
pairs of expensive modern shoes and 
boots. There are 150 suits of under- 
wear, 340 Salvation Army outfits and 
many civil war uniforms acquired for 
the special productions of “Secret 
Service,” and “Held by the Enemy,” 
both of which were William Gillette 
plays based on the Civil war. 


Some Small Articles, 
The smaller acticles include badges 
of all kinds, such as firemen’s, police- 


men's bellboy, chauffeurs’ and a large 
assortment of medals, including gen- 
uine French Crofx de Guerre and hon- 
or medals; auto licenses from all over 
the country; collars, collar buttons, 
chevrons, rubber gloves, police, fire- 
men, navy and army buttons from dif- 
ferent nations; rubber socks, army 
socks, gaudy jewelry of all kinds, and 
beards and wigs. 

“When one sees a soldier in a Para- 
mount picture, he would little suspect 
that that soldier wears all regulation 
army attire, even to his undergar- 
ments, “says Mr. Diem, “but an in- 
spection of his wardrobe would reveal 
that even his socks and underwear, 
never visible in the picture, are the 
regulation socks and underwear. Ac- 


curacy is the watchword, even in the 
smallest details of a costume.” 

The stock contains almost every- 
thing out of the ordinary in the way 
of clothing and costumes, but often it 
is necessary to go outside to rent a 
supply of special costumes. For one 
big scene in a picture recently pro- 
duced, 200 fancy dress costumes were 
rented; at a rental cost of $1,300 for 
one week. 

Costumes are continually being 
made up by the wardrobe seamstresses 
or purchased from various outside 
sources. Thus, the stock is being con- 
tinually increased as these new acqui- 
sitions are added and indexed in the 
files of the department at the finish of 
the pictures in which they are used. 


Tailor-Made Armor, 

One of the most prided possessions 
of the department is a sterling silver 
suit of armor which was made up 
especially for Geraldine Farrar to 
wear in her role of “Joan” when Cecil 
B. de Mille filmed the picture, “Joan, 
the Woman,” a few years ago. This 
beautiful suit was made at a cos. of 
$1,400 and {¥ now valued at about 
$2,000. At the same time this suit was 
made, 50 other suits of mail were 
needed for Joan’s soldiers. It was im- 
possible to obtain or rent these, so the 
department contracted with a local 
cornice works to have them made at a 
cost of $25 each, or $1,250 for the lot. 

The immense stock of the depart- 
ment is systematically segregated and 
Mr. Diem and his assistants are thor- 
oughly familiar with the location of 
each and every garment or class of 
garments. Each costume has a num- 
ber which corresponds with the num- 
ber on a card in the numerical index 
file. Where there are several costumes 
identically alike, as in the case of sol- 
diers’ uniforms, all are entered on the 
same number. On this card is a de- 
scription of the garment or costume 
and a record is kept of when each cos- 
tume is let out and to whom and for 
what picture, when it is returned, and 
all details of the transaction. Thus 
every article is so checked in and 
out of the wardrobe that there is a 
minimum of loss. 

The work of the wardrobe depart- 
ment lies not solely in handing out 
the costumes, but in deciding upon and 
obtaining, if not in stock, the correct 
character costume for the players, 
from the standpoints of period, class 
and logaiity. When a player comes in 
for his costume, he merely states what 
kind of a character he is and in what 
péeture he is playing, and the depart- 
ment does, the rest. His costume 
which hr<« already been obtained, made 
up or ehosen in advance, is fitted to 


him and he is ready to appear before 
the camera. In the event that the cos- 
tume required is one with which the 
department is unfamiliar, the research 
department of the studio secures data 
or a photograph showing the manner 
of dress during the period and of the 
character in question, and with this in- 
formation, the wardrobe department 
goes ahead with its work of providing 
the costume. 


All Ready for Star. 


A system is in operation at the stu- 
dio, by virtue of which the costumes are 
always ready for principals, bits and 
extras, on the days on which they are 
to be filmed by‘the director, thus pre- 
venting any h@d-ups in production 
from that soura, When the scenario 
is finished, ,and‘. few days-before ac- 
tual photographing of the picture is to 
begin, the assistant director makes ou!‘ 
what is called a “wardrobe plot.” This 
plot takes up, one at a time, each 
principal, bit and the most important 
groups of extra people and delineates 
the various changes of costume which 
they are to wear, giving the period and 
character of the costume. Each one 
of these changes is given a number. 
The wardrobe department starts to 
work right away preparing these cos- 
tumes. Every day, from the time that 
photography starts, the assistant di- 
rector brings in what is known as a 
“shooting schedule,” which sets forth 
the scenes that are to be filmed on the 


day following, the set in which they 


will be filmed, the characters to be 
called and the particular costumes, 
identified by the numbers of same as 
given in the wardrobe plot, which 
these characters are to wear. These 
costumes are finished up and gotten in 
readiness for the next day’s work. 
Most of the character costumes of the 
star, if any, are prepared before the 
picture begins and turned over to the 
star, who returns them at the finish of 
the picture. All others, however, must 
take out their costumes every morn- 
ing and return them at night. 

A small portion of the wardrobe plot 
for “Brewster’s Millions,” a current 
Paramount picture produced at the 
Lasky studio and starring Roscoe 
(Fatty) Arbuckle, is herewith set 
forth as an example:

cially for him. After naming all 
the costumes required by the star, the 
scene plot continues with every other 
player of any importance in the pic- 
ture and sets forth all the conta 
needed for that player. In making @p 
a large number of costumes for extra 
people, the department always pre- 
pares a few over the required number, 
so that everyone can surely be fitted, 
and there will be no danger of running 
short. 

The moment a garment or suit is 
finished with by a player, it is imme- 
diately sent out to be cleaned or laun- 
dered. In this way, everything in the 
vast stock is kept strictly clean and 
sanitary. 

Value of the Stock. 

Concerning the value of the stock in 
the wardrobe, Mr. Diem made a most 
interesting discussion. 

“The value of the stock in the 
wardrobe,” said Mr. Diem, “must be 
expressed in two sets of figures. In 
one sense of the work, its cold, com- 
mercial value is about $10,000, and in 
another sense the stock is worth $100,- 
000. This may be.gxplained by the 
fact that its value depends altogether 
upon who sets the valuation. For in- 
stance, much of the clothing, which, 
being character stuff, is old, worn or 
faded, would be assessed at a very low 
figure by the junk dealer or the sec- 
ond-hand merchant. Thus, it might be 
said that the actual cash value of the 
stock, considering that old suits are 
worth only a few dollarg apiece and 
old trousers, shirts, shoes, etc., little 
or nothing, is about $10,000. The 
stock was recently inventoried from 


ty porate costumes 


this purely commercial standpoint, and 
considering the difficulty we have had 
in gathering together the stock, its’ 
value in motion pictures, its com- 
pleteness, the extreme scarcity of some 
of the garments and paraphernalia, 
and the difficulty that would be ex- 
perienced in obtaining them on short 
notices, the stock is easily worth $100,- 
000 to the studio, and is so valuable 
and important to the production of 
good motion pictures, that it would not 
be even sold for that amount or any 
amount whatsoever. Anyone who 
thinks it would be easv, for instance, 
to go out and get possession of an old 
suit of clothes made about the year 
1898, is badly mistaken. Such relics 
are scarce. An old suit or pair of 
pants which might be considered 
worth less by the person who has 
worn it years ago, might be very val- 
uable to the wardrobe department, in- 
asmuch as the lack of just such a 
costume and the time consumed in ob- 
taining it, might hold up an expensive 
company and pile up huge salaries for 
two or three days. With this point in 
view, one can easily realize the value 
to a studio of such a complete ward- 
robe. 
Value of Worn Clothes. 

“One of the most cherished posses- 
sion of the department is an old Lon- 
doh cab driver’s coat—green with age 
and just the thing to set off the char- 


acter of the old-fashioned London cab- 
by. This old coat was bought for $1.50, 
and probably would be gladly sold by 
any individual for that amount, but 
the department wouldn’t think of part- 
ing with it, not for $100, or any 
amount within reason. When we send 
it out to the cleaner we always caution 
him to be particularly careful with it 
and not injure it. The value of worn 
clothing lies in the very fact that it 
is naturally worn and can be used as 
character wardrobe. It might be pos- 
sible to cut or tear some holesina pair 
of pants and put them on a bum ora 
dramp character, but the holes would 
look artificial and not the result of 
hard wear. Such a makeshift would 
help destroy the realism of a picture. 
“Despite the complete nature of the 
stock,” continues Mr. Diem, “we often 
find that we must get out and hunt for 
what we want, and no honest means of 
obtaining what is needed is too undig- 
nified, considering the importance of 
securing it quickly. On one occasion, 
I saw a fellow on the street downtown 
with an old coat on. The coat was 
just exactly what was required for a 
character in a certain picture, and wa 
had no such coat in stock. I ap- 
proached him and offered him $5 for 
the coat and he sold it to me right «" 
his back. Recently, we needed some 
Episcopalean robes, such as are usea 
in certain high ceremonies, for use in 
a lavish wedding scene that was to be 
staged at the studio. We located a 
church ina nearby city which pos- 
sessed some very gorgeous roves, 
which had been handed down for see 
eral generations and finally inherited 
by this church. They refused to loan 
them to us. (Luckily, we found that 
Rev. Neal Dodd, who was to play a 
part in the picture, was a close friend 
of that church and through his influ- 
ence they were loaned to the depart- 
ment. One of these robes was valued 
at $5,000 and another at $1,200. Four 
were used in all—Melvin Riddle.

Several months ago, $15,000 in 
bonds—the limit by law—was vot- 
ed by the county for the erection 
of a school building which would 
be considered adequate by the state 
and federal authorities, se that the 
children of that county might be 
helped toward a complete educa- 
Lion by federal and state funds, 
according to G. A, Adams, cashier 
of the People’s Bank ef Franklin, 
who was in Atlanta-Friday in fhe 
interest of the project. 

The building was started eight 
months ago and is now complete. 
Th $15,000 of bond money was 
spe the people of the county, 
despite the stringency of the times, 
went down into their own pockets 
and raised an additional $5,000, and 
there still remains $0,000 indebted- 
ness on the structure which must 
be paid. 

The citizens of Heard county who 
issue this plea, they -say, do it with 
a sincere regret, but it seems that 
all the citizens of the county have 
strained their giving-power to the 
last degree and cannot aid further. 
Many people, having heard the sit- 
uation, have already sent in checks 
to aid in freeing the new building 
from indebtedness. One woman in 
New York forwarded a check for 
$10 to Mr. Adams, who is acting 
as cashier for the movement. 

The building, which has been ob- 
tanied, fills the requirements of 
the state and national boards of 
education and the school there is 
now scheduled to receive $1,900 
vearly from the state for a high 
school teacher and $1,500 annually 
from the federal government for 
the agricultural instruction. Names 
of the donors to the cause will be 
posted on a p2rmaneént tablet to be 
erected out of gratitude to them, 
said Mr, Adams.

His rivals, who spared themselves 
the overhead expense of such a ex- 
tensive advertising campaign as 
that by which Ornstein thought he 
had insured himself a week of busy 
trade, had also prepared a bargain 
sale, with all appurtenances. Orn- 
stein, yoting the unloved tendency 
of the prospective patronage to ease 
on by his place of business, chanced 
to cast a roaming eve at the rival 
establishment. There, says he, sus- 
pended above the entrance to the 
Adair & Fleshner shop, he saw, in 
numerals each a foot high, his num- 
bers—160 and 162, for all bargain-

OUR WASTED RIVERS. 

In a communication appearing 
in this issue of The Constitution, 
ex-Congressman W. C. -Adamson, 
whose home, as he says, “is in 
the Chattahoochee valley,” and 
who for many years represented 
his district in congress, presents 
an interesting picture of this sec- 
tion of Georgia as it will appear 
when its hydro-electric forces are 
put in harness in accordance with

This picture can and undoubt- 
edly will be materialized in time. 


It is not visionary; it is not 


overdrawn. 
It 1s practical of attainment, 


and when it is to become a reality 
depends solely upon how much 
longer the people and business 
interests of the Chattahoochee 
valley and the balance of the 


state will tolerate the criminal 
wastage of this vast volume of 
water that is now running unused 
into the gulf of Mexico. 
Between Atlanta and Columbus 
the Chattahoochee falls 500 feet, 
its volume and fall being suffi- 
cient to produce enough elec- 
tricity, as Judge Adamson sug- 
gests, to make the importation 
of coal for the operation of the 
various industries and for all 
domestic purposes in the Chatta- 
hoochee watershed unnecessary. 
In addition to the production of 
electric current for power, light- 
ing and heating purposes, Judge 


Adamson further points out that | 


this development would provide a 
dependable means of water trans- 
portation through ‘a lake 120 miles 
long, “as beautiful as any in the 
world,” and the existence of 
which would absolutely safeguard 
the cities of the Chattahoochee 
valley against floods. 

Dr. Charles H. Steinmetz, pop- 
ularly known as “the electrical 
Wizard,” issued a statement a few 
days ago in which he predicated 
that “within the life of the pres- 
-ent generation” fire. will have be- 
come obsolete as a domestic or 
industrial necessity in American 
cities. Heat and motive power for 
every purpose, including house- 
hold labor, he holds, will be sup- 
plied by electricity as a result of 
hydro-electric development and 
the evolution of electrical appa- 
ratus.

tries of the valley, if improved for 
navigation, but it could be improved 
in such a way that the dams con- 
Structed would furnish hydro-elec— 
tricity to electrify the valley for 
all business and domestic purposes. 
If the possibilities for hydro-elec- 
tricity were developed and domestic 
and industrial rates allowed for the 
current, houses could be warmed 
and lighted, cooking could be done, 
and every machine around the farm, 
every elevator and all the water- 
works could be operated, and every 
domestic purpose throughout the 
valley could be turned by electricity, 
all machinery and manufacturing 
could be operated by electricity. 

If locks were put in the dams, 
navigation could furnish transpor- 
tation, to several towns and sec- 
tions of the country sadly in need 
of transportation. Whether the 
locks were supplied or yot, the top 
of each dam could be utilized for 
a bridge for both highway and trol- 
ley and the trolley cars could be 
propelled through fertile and popu- 
lous country on both sides of the 
river by electricity generated at the 
dams. 

Trouble about coal shortage would 
be eliminated throughout the val- 
hundred factories 
and other industrial enterprises op- 
erated by electricity would become 
independent of the coal barons. 

If all the dams were built and 
supplied with locks, navigation 
would be econtinuous from. the 
neighborhood of Atlanta to the gulf. 

Why Atlanta Should Support, 

These are the general benefits to 
be expected, but there are particu- 
lar reasons why the people and in- 
dustries of certain cities should be 
especially interested. The Franklin 
dam would make a lake 120 miles 
long, which, with the construction 
of two or three small boats, would 
deliver to Atlanta the valuable com- 
merce of all of Heard county and 
nfuch from Carroll, Coweta, Camp- 
bell and Douglas, which alone would 
justify the construction of the dam. 
The tndustries at Atlanta could 
utilize a large part of the current 
generated, and, for domestic pur- 
poses several hundred thousand peo- 
ple in and around Atlanta could use 
the current for fuel and light. 

The lake created by the dam 
would be as beautiful as any in 
the world and furnish the most de- 
lightful outing trips, and the shores 
of the lake, abounding in beautiful 
elevated spots, would in time be 
crowned with villas and gardens. 

Why West Point Is Interested. 

West Point should co-operate in 
the construction of that dam and 
the two below, because, if they were 
constructed, or even the Franklin 
dam alone, the mast direful freshets 
that come, spreading the waters over 
the immense surface of the lake, 
would retard the downward flow 
of the water and send it off grad- 
ually, so that a flood below those 
dams would be impossible and West 
Point would never be deluged again 
by a flood in the river. The city 
has been agitating the question of 
dikes for protection. The cost of 
effective dikes would go far to aid 
in the construction of those Wlams. 

Other Cities Interested. 

The uses of electricity already 
enumerated would also apply to 
West Point and likewise to La- 
Grange, because there are indus- 
tries enough in those two towns, 
added to the domestic demand. for 
electric current, to utilize all that 
eould be generated at those dams. 


Newnan and Carrollton are also in- 
terested in the same respect, if not 
to a greater extent. 

Why Columbus Is Interested. 

The same reasons also apply with 
equal force to the city of Colum- 
bus, but there is agother overshad- 
owing reason which makes the con- 
struction of the Franklin dam of 
transending importance to the city 
of Columbus. It has been determined 
by survey, which I had the war de- 
partment to make, that the construc- 
tion of the Franklin dam alone, even 
if the other were never built, would 
prove the solution of the navigation 
difficulties below Columbus. 

Columbus realizes the importance 
of holding the head of navigation 
and we have had a long battle to 


perfect navigation of the river so as 
to give Columbus all the benefit of

The engineers making the sur- 
vey and locating the dam sites

struction. 

Nobody disputes these proposi- 
tions, yet nobody acts on them. You 
will naturally ask how is this de- 
velopment to be brought about? I 
answer, primarily the movement 
must be initiated by the people lo- 
cally interested.

Time to Start Work.

There should be 
either title or options secured toa 
the dam _ sites. The backwater 
overflow could be attended to after- 
wards. Several of the most desir- 
able sites are already held unim- 
proved, some of them by existing 
water power companies. All could 
be secured some way. Of course 
those water power companies are 
not anxious to have competition 
arise and compel a reduction of 
their rates, but there is not half 
enough electricity now in the .val- 
ley. If all the possible develop- 
ments were made there would still 
not be enough to meet the demand. 
It might be many years before 
competition would tinjuriously af- 
fect the rates on the current for 
the purpose for which it is now 
furnished by the companies. 

It is well known that those com- 
panies suffer from the drain upon 
their income made by holding ana 
carrying those large blocks of un- 
productive property. I have no 
doubt that they would gladly sell 
these holdings or admit additional]

t of development is concerned, it 
makes no difference what company 
builds the dams and furnishes the 
facilities.

If 
the sites are secured and a market 
assured the money can be secured 
at any time to build the dam. |!

between the real and the apparent issues there joined.

‘failure to recognize this fact that led first to the deception, and then 
to disillusionment, of the United States in the case of the Paris con- 


ference. 


At the very least we should not permit ourselves to be 
taken in as we were two years ago. 7 


And when I speak of the difference between real and apparent 


issues it is perhaps worth while to illustrate by example. 


At Paris,

Should the Hellenic state have all of Thrace or 
Should Bulgaria preserve a facade upon the Aegean? 


Ostensibly the issue was one of clear principles, and the United States 
emphatically supported the Bulgarian contention, while Britain and 


France backed Greece. 


But these European powers were checked by 


the interesting fact that Italy supported the United States’ view, 
accepting Mr. Wilson’s ideas of self-determination and economic inde- 


pendence. 


GREECE HELD UP 
IN ASIA MINOR.

Thus, in fact, American insistence 
upon the doctrine of self-determi- 
nation had resulted in a successful 
“hold up” of Greece in Asia Minor. 

Now at Geneva as at Paris there 
was precisely the same effort to use 
high moral principles to promote 
‘quita material practical bargains. In 
the first place the whole session 
was dominated by the break be- 
tween France and Great Britain, a 
break which is expressed in a to- 
tal difference of opinion and of 
selfish nationadg interest in almost 
every part of the world. for ex- 
ample: France backs the Poles be- 
cause she sees in Poland a useful 
ally against Germany. Britain op- 
poses Poland because the British 
had obtained economic supremacy 
{nthe Baltic states, notably, in 
Lithuania and see in Polish expan- 
sion a menace to this, supremacy. 
The British back the Greeks in the 
Near East because Britain sees in 
Greece ar agent for her own plans 
in the old Turkish empire. France 
backs the Turk because the French 
see a better chance for their own 
interests if the Turkish empire is 
restored than if Greece, as a Brit- 
ish agent, acquires vast territories. 
BRITAIN AFTER 
THE PROFIT. 

But: the great Franco-British 
quarrels arise out of conflicting 
policies with respect of Russia and 
of Germany. France wants to forti- 
. fy Poland and insure that Russia 
will repay the old loans ofthe 


French, amounting to several bil- 
lions. Trade with Russia is not 


important from the French point 
of view. But Britain wants to 
trade with Russia at once for the 
profit there is in it and cares neith- 
er for French billions nor Polish 
security. Both national policies are 
camouflaged by very lofty prin- 
ciples, but both policies necessarily 
rest upon very well defined na- 
tional interests. 

As to Germany, Britain has ac- 
quired by the treaty of Versailles 
the maximum of profit possible 
from the war and the victory. Ger- 
many has lost her colonies, her 
merchant marine, her navy. .She 
is no longer a rival or a menace, 
but she remains ja possible market 
and Britain wants that market and 
the German customer. But France 
has not eliminated a military rival, 
acquired security nor as yet realiz- 
ed any material benefit from the 
promised reparations. She opposes 
German admission into world trade, 
into the league of nations, into 
world relations, pending proof that 
Germany has laid aside aggressive 
ambitions and is prepared to pay 
the indemnities. 

ON SUPPORT 
OF AMERIGA 

It follows @hen, that at Geneva 
and everywhere else, France and 
Great Britain oppose each other. 
In the Paris conference’ British 
diplomacy, infinitely more adroit 
than French, succeeded in enlist- 
ing the United States against 
France and thus compelling France 
to bow to British will. But when 
President Wilson went home and 
the senate rejected the treaty of 
Versailles, France resumed her free- 
dommand has successfully resisted 
the ritish effort to impose Brit- 
ish Will upon her ever since. Geneva 
was only one more battlefield. 

Nqw the actual struggle be- 
tween France and Britain at Geneva 
centered about the Near lLastern 
Situation. Britain was eager to 
maintain the arrangement created 
by the treaty of Sevres and by oth- 
er and more or less secret bar- 
gains, because the profit was with 
her.

ties of the little nations, several 
of which left the conference. 

In the constitution of the league 
of nations the domination of the 
great powers was maintained 
through the council. Of nine na- |

Britain, the United States 
could control and a 
single negative’ blocked effective 
action. Moreover, in the Paris con- | 
ception the main purpose of the 
council was to enforce the settle- 
ment made in the various treaties. 
But at Geneva more than forty 
nations were represented in the as- 
sembly, as contrasted with the coun- 
cil. Many of these nations had not 
been belligerents. Only France 
and Great Britain were at all con- 
cerned in the preservation of all the 
fruits of the victory over Germany. 


fatally weakened the prestige of 
the council, while both Japan and 
Italy, resentful of their treatment 
by the British, French and Ameri- 
cans at Paris were quite prepared 
to throw their lot in with the as- 
sembly. 

WORST CONTROL 

FROM POWERS. 

The dominating detail at the 
Geneva conference, then, was this 
revolt of the assembly against the 
council, a revolt that one may not 
inaptly describe as the battle be- 
tween the soviet and the_ senate. 
The assembly desired the admission 
of the Germans and all the other 
enemy states to the league of na- 
tions, the destruction of the con- 
trol of the league by the great pow- 
ers and particularly by France and 
Great Britain. They were not in 
the least interested in preserving 
for Britain and France, the sole 
beneficiaries with Poland, under the 
treaty of Versailles, the gains of 
the war. They were out to take the. 
control of the league away from 
the great powers, to scrap the whole 
Paris settlemefit, so far as It was 
unattractive to them and they had 
Hoth the opportunity and, thanks 
to an astute German. maneuver, 
promptly acquired the issue. 

This issue was the mandatory 
system. Under the covenant of the 
léngue of nations German colonies 


and Turkish territories were dis- 
tributed among certain nations, not 
as actual possessions, but as trus- 
teed estates under the supervision 
of the league of nations and in the 
league the title was vested. This 
system was 2 clever device of Brit- 
ish diplomacy to get around Mr. 
Wilson‘s “point” about the German 
colonies. Mr. Wilson had with - 
drawn his “freedom of the seas 
“noint,” but he eould not yield on 
this, while the British, under pres- 
sure from their own dominions, 
were compelled to keep possession 
of the German colonies.

Nowe@t is easy to perceive the ex- 
tension of the present battte.

They have suffered 
terribly, particularly the neutral 
powers because of the burdens of 
defense. Their position becomes 


safe in proportion as the great pow- 
ers disarm. But how can the French 
disarm in the presence of the Ger- 
man situation with no indemnity 
paid and the present coal contribu- 
tions assured only by the threat of 
Occupation of the Ruhr? How can 
the British disarm in the presence 
of trouble in India, in Mesopotamia, 
in Ireland. 

The question goes even more 
deeply, what the assembly is up to 
on the question of armament Is not 
hard to perceive. Naval even more 
than military disarmament is 
sought or will be sought. And at 
the appropriate moment German 
impulsion will raise the old issue 
of the “freedom of the seas.” The 
neutrals who suffered from the al- 
lied blockade during the war are 
most eager to avoid all repetition. 
Germany having no navy and will 
use every possible method of 
weakening the’ British grip upon 
the oceans.

ownership of American banks or 
corporations principally engaged in 
foreign banking, by investing 
amounts not to exceed 10 per centum 
of their capital and surplus in such 
institutions “chartered or incor- 
porated under the laws of the 
United States or of any state there- 
of.” Certain banking institutions

ment business, taking long-time pa- 
per, including bonds and mortgages 
and issuing their own debentures 
against them. The class of corpora- 
tions carrving on a banking busi- 
ness may conduct nearlv everv kind 
of financia]) operation, but mav not 
receive deposits in the United States 
except such as may be incidental to 
or for the purpose of carrying out 
abroad. Both classes 


of corporations are prohibited from 
‘carrying on any part of their busi- 
i'ness activities In the United States 
| except such as in the opinion of the

eral assembly of Georgia passed an 
act known as the Georgia work- 
men’s compensation act. This legis- 
lation is of great interest, both to 
employers of labor and to their em- 
vlovees. It marks a step of far- 
reaching importance in the indus- 
trial history of th@ state. In a se- 
ries of six short articles the writer 
will undertake to explain the un- 
derlying reasons which have 
brought about the enactment of 
workmen’s compensation laws in 
this state, and laws similar to the 
law of Georgia in practically all of 
the states of the union, and will ex- 
plain in general terms the _  pro- 
visions of the Georgia act. 


There are now but five states 
which have not provided by statute 
for the compensation in fixed, defi- 
nite amounts of employees injured 
in industrial accidents. Workmen's 
compensation laws have, therefore, 
been tested by experience.. In no 
state has such a law, once passed, 
ever been repealed. On the contrary, 
they have found almost universal 
favor with both employer and em- 
ployee. 

Workmen's compensation has been 
defined as a “system providing 
without any regard to questions of 
negligence for partial, prompt and 
definite relief for all workmen in- 
jured in industry, based upon a fix- 
ed percentage of the employee's 
earnings, to mitigate the economic 
shock which results from industrial 
accidents.” This definition accu- 
rately states the fundamental prin- 
ciples of the system. It will be 
noted that the right to compensa- 
tion exists under the law irrespec- 
tive of the negligence of the em- 
ployer or of the employee. The 
system provides only for partial 
relief. It was never contemplated 
that full compensation should be 
paid, but such amounts as are 
payable under the act are definite, 
susceptible of immediate computa- 
tion, and are paid promptly at a 
time when most needed in order that 
the full force of the economic shock 
resulting from the injury may be 
mitigated. 


The basis upon which compensa- 
tion is computed is 50 per cent of 
the average weekly wage, or aver- 
age weekly loss

injured man, not, however, more 
than $12 per week nor for longer 
than 350 weeks. The total payment 
is in all cases, whether of death or 
total disability, limited to $4,000. 

In the next succeeding article of 
this series, this system will be con- 
trasted with the common law sys- 
tem of trial by jury with recovery 
dependent upon the employer’s neg- 
ligence,. and a more or less hap- 
razard measuring of damages by the 
jury. It is believed by students of 
political economy and by business 
men who have tried both systems 
that the compensation system is the 
superior of the two. In this view, 
furthermore, the employees concur. 

An employer or employee may 
elect .not to come under the work- 
men’s compensation act, in ways 
provided in the act itself. If, how- 
ever, an employer so elects, he can 
not defend an action for damages 
brought against him by his em- 
ployee on the common law princi- 
ples of contributory negligence, 
negligence of a fellow servant, or 
the assumption of risk. If an em- 
ployee ‘elects not to come under the 
act, such defenses may be urged 
against him in any suit for damages 
which he may bring under the com- 
mon law. 

Payment of compensation must be 
assured by the employer through 
the carrying of workmen’s compen- 
sation insurance. This insurance is 
an evolution of the familiar form 
of employers’ liability insurance 
carried by many employers for 
years. 

Jurisdiction to determine disput- 
ed cases involving the payment of 
compensation is given to an indus- 
trial commission provided for in the 
act instead of to the courts. This 
makes for an informal, speedy and 
summary settlement of any ‘dispute. 

The Georgia act affects all em- 
ployers of labor who may employ 
ten or more persons, and the em- 
ployees of such employers, except 
as stated in the act. It does not, 
however, apply to employers or em- 
ployees engaged in interstate com- 
merce, nor does it affect steam rail- 
roads, although doing business ex- 
clusively within the state. It has no 
application to farm laborers, do- 
mestic servants, casual employees, 
nor to their employers.

Having shown the vital relation of 
advertising to the marketing of a 
specialty, it might not be out of 
place to inquire, “What is advertis- 
ing? Is advertising ‘literature, or 
is it salesmanship?” Some of the 
advertising now appearing in the 
public prints, particularly automo- 
bile advertising, would lead you to 


conclude that advertising is mere lit- 
erature. Don’t be deceived by the 
artificer of rhetorical] flapdoodle. 


The purpose of advertising is to sell 
goods. A literary chan who never 
sold anything in his life, will define 
advertising as “the dessemination 
of information about a salable prod- 
uct.” Now, advertising may do a}] 
that and never sell anything. 
“The real function of advertising 
is to sel? things, to creatsa a market 
for-a new product or to expand the 
market for an old product. 
“Advertising is an instrument of 


~ 


and present facilities are admittedly 
inadquate. Let us suppose, for in- 
Stance, that a corporation whose 
properties are in the devastated 
section of France desires to buy 
American machinery to start re- 
built factories in Operation, and 
that it desires to buy on credit, 
Biving as security for the pur- 
chase price, only corporate bonds 
which mature eight or ten vears 
hence. Even though satisfied as to 
the safety of the security offered as 
collateral for the extension of the 
credit, the American manufacturer 
iS In most cases unable to carry it 
until maturity because this would 
tie up and deprive. him, for many 
years, of the use of the capital 
which he requires in his business. 
Therefore, the seller is compelled 
to lose the sale unless the bonds 
can be quickly converted into cash 
It is possible here to relieve the 
situation by an arrangement made 
With a corporation organized under 
the Edge act to take such foreign 
Securities, advance the cash, and 
within such limitations as the law 
and the federal reserve board pre- 
Scribe, issue its own notes which 
could then be offered to the public 
for investment. By this method the 
purchaser at once receives the pur- 
chase price, and the European 
buyer obtains the goods. The credit 
is successfully passed to the Ameri- 
can investor. 

There are many institutions 
abroad operated upon a similar plan 
that specialize in financing foreign 
trade by the acquisition, disposi- 
tion and rehypothecation of securi- 
ties, Until the passage of the Edge 
act there was no federal statute 
that provided for the organization 
of such corporations, and before 
the passage of the McLean act na- 
tional banks having a capital and 
surplus of less than $1,000,000 were 
not authorized to invest in corpora- 
tions of the kind now contemplated 
by the Edge act. 

The value of the Edge act lies fn 
this, namely, that it provides for 
the organization of corporations 
having the right to engage in inter- 
national and foreign banking, in 
which national banks may partici- 
pate to a limited degree, thereby 
affording a means to make avail- 
able quick and large capital for the 
purpose of extending credit to 
Europe. In short, the act provides 
a sound, well-regulated system of 
financing our foreign trafle where- 
hv 
chasers possess may be taken in 
payment of American goods. It also 
carries that prestige which federal 
incorporation and federal regula- 
tion offer. 

Mr. W. P. G. Harding, governor 
of the federal reserve board, in urg- 
ing the passage of the measure, 
made the following statement: “The 
board knows no one way in which 


such collateral as foreign pur- | 


distribution. This is the point that 
thousands fail to grasp. Failure to 
grasp this point is the reason for so 
many misunderstandings about ad- 
vertising. As an instrument of dis- 
tribution advertising creates volume 
of sales, and this is te source of its 
profits, 

“For many years the company 
with which I am connected, made no 
money. There was nothing on the 
profit side of the ledger at the end 
of the year. Today the company 
pays a dividend of 8 per cent, has 
four factories and is capitalized at 
$10,000,000. Profits and dividends 
came when the sales reached a cer- 
tain volume. 

Personality in Advertising. 

“This Ig the thought conveyed in 
the subject of this article. A man 
who has a new idea and finally 
gives that idea concrete form in the 
Shape of a food or a soap, or a labor- 
saving device, must gradually sell 
his idea to the ultimate consumer. 


In other words, he is selling him- 
self. There must be personality in 
advertising. Advertising must be a 
human appeal presented by a man 
or woman who understands human 
nature, who knows the product and 
can put the talking points in clear 
and lucid English. 

“How can we make advertising 
more effective? How.can we elim- 
inate some of the waste in adver- 
tising? 

“Before answering these questions 
it is well to recognize the fact that 
advertising is not an exact science 
You cafinot buy advertising as you 
would buy wheat orccal. You can- 
not buy it by the vard or bushel. 
Eight hundred dollars borrowed 
from a friend, combined with the ad- 
vertising instinct, gave the kodak to 
the world and made George East- 
man, of Rochester, rich. On the 
other hand ,another man’s genius 
will invest $10,000 in advertising 
and lose it all. 

“This is merely another way of 
saying that it is not nossible to 
eliminate all the waste in advertis- 
ing or to accurately anticipate the 
results of advertising. When a hu- 
man phenomenon come; along who 
can tell you exactly what will be 
the returns from a certain kind of 
advertising there will not be enough 
magazines and newspapers published 
to hold all the advertising, for every 
manufacturer and merchant in the 
world would certainly become an 
advertiser on an extensive scale. 
There are many ways, however, in 
which advertising may be made more 
effective and the waste in advertis- 
ing reduced to a minimum. ‘)ne 
way to bring about this result is 
to pay more attention to naking 
advertising fit in with the sales- 
man’s plans. The sales organiza- 
tion and the advertising department 
should work hand in hand. Don’t 
waste money in places where you 
have no distribution, unless you are 
ready to invest money in pioneer 
work with no prospect of’imnmediate 
results. I have no doubt there was 
a time when John Wanamaker was 
tickled pink to see his name In the 
newspapers every morning.

Wholesale grocers function with 
retail grocers in much the same way 
as banks in the industrial world. 
But, instead of loaning money, they 
loan merchandise. The capital of 
the average retail grocer would not 
be sufficient to enable him to pay 
immediately for all goods purchased. 
If he was forced to do business on 
that basis, his stocks would be cut 
down to a point that would practic- 
ally prohibit his continuing. 

Wholesale grocers sell to retail- 
ers in the smallest possible quanti- 
The little corner grocery can 
buy a case of this and a box or 
that; in this way always keeping 
stocks well assorted and complete 
without a large investment. 

The jobber who fuyetions on the 
right basis is reall the balance 
wheel of the grocery trade. He is 
the reservoir into which are poured 
great quantities of manufactured 
products which are later doled out 
to thousands of retailers in quanti- 
ties that can most readly be ab- 
sorbed. 

The retailer depends upon the job- 
ber to watch the business barometer 
—to keep him posted on price fluc- 
tuations, on new brands and lines 
and on general conditions in the 


etrade. 


And the wholesale grocer does this 
and much more, receiving for the 
service rendered a modest margin 
of profit which would not enable 
him to exist were it not for the 
volume of business handled. 

Were it not for the jobber and 
the help he gives them, many thous- 
ands of grocery stores all over the 
country would be forced to close 
up. Without the backing of the 
wholesale grocer, they could not 
hope to compete against the keen 
competition of chain stores, mail- 
order houses and other great or- 
ganizations which have practically 
unlimited capital at their command. 

There are about 4,000 wholesale 
grocers of this country and they 
travel from 30,000 to 40,000 sales- 
men. These men sell the output of 
hundreds of different manufactur- 
ers. Think what it would mean if 
this vast selling force was eliminat- 
ed! How can it be possible for 
even one manufacturer, no matter 
how large or well equipped, to dup- 
licate in his own organization 
selling force as strong and efficient 
as that of the combined wholesale 
grocers?

This view of the native South Amer- 
ican, Mexican or West Indian is 
altogether too commonly held, and 
so long as this mistaken impression 
is allowed to remain in the mind 
of the American business man, just 
so long will he have difficulty in 
meeting the Latin-American on his 
own ground, and thus doing busi- 
ness to advantage. 

Your average Latin-American, de- 
spite this impression, is a thorough 
gentleman, and so far as real, gen- 
uine culture and intellectual bril- 
liance is concerned, he can lead 


the rank and file of American bus- 
inesS Mé€n a merry chase. He is 
keenly appreciative of the finer 
things in life, of material luxuries, 
of the best in art, literature and 
music. Yet, withal, he is a shrewd 
trader. An expression which has 
gained currence typifies the respect 
in which the Europeans hold this 
quality. “It takes two Jews to 
beat a Greek, and two Greeks to 
beat a Gallego’—the Gallego in 
question being a Spanish business 
man, 

To fully understand and appre- 
ciate the Latin-American type, it is 
necessary to go back in history a 
few centuries. Our forefa Jers, of 
sturdy Anglo-Saxon stock, came to 
the western hemisphere to seek op- 
portunity in the shape of religious 
and political freedom. They brought 
with them the foundations of heal- 
thy community life, and self- 
government. Their wives, in most 
instances accompanied them. There 
was little intermarrying with the 
Indians. The Spanish civilization 
of the new world was vastly differ- 

The “‘conquistadores’’ came’ to 
to seek treasure, for the 
part soldiers of fortune, val- 
adventurous and daring, yet 
wholly unscrupulous. They held 
ilft and iQ rality cheap. The re- 
sult: Native governments of age- 
old civilizations—Aztec, Inca, Maya, 
Toltec—were rudely disposed and 
subjected to slavery; intermarry- 
ing became frequent, and a new 
race came into being; the Mestizo. 
It is this race which comprises the 
great bulk of the Latin-Americans. 
Under the self-government which 
most of the Latin-American coun- 
tries have enjoyed now for sd many 
generations, with resulting oppor- 
tunities for education, training in 
the professions, arts, sciences, and 
trades, and individual enterprises, 
the bet of their heritage has rap- 
idly forged to the front and many 
of their shortcomings suppressed. 
Today, the educated, dmbitious, 
wide-awake Latin-American is a 
man worthy of the wholesome re- 
spect of the best of us. 
The racial stock of the lLatin- 


American countries may roughly be ! 


classified as white, mestizo, native 
Indian, mulatto, mixed Indian and 
negro, and miscellaneous. The great 
bulk of Brazil, Chile, Mexico, Peru, 
Ecuador, and other South and Cen- 
tral American states embraces the 
mestizo stock. Costa Rica has a 
very small mestio population. In 
Guatemala the Indians predominate. 
The pure Indian is found also in 


The mu- 
latto predominates in the tropics 
along the coasts and in the West 
Indies. The mixed Indian and black 
is most often found in certain sec- 
tions of Brazil. 
. The whites make up a large pro- 
portion of the populations and in- 
variably are the lears in the realms 
of education, business, government 
and professional activities.

A good demand for luxu- 
ries obtains among the well-to-do 
which, however, is compar- 
small. The great bulk of 
trade is in staples, which are pur- 
chased in large quantities by the 
middle and peon classes.

The same may be said of Brazil. 
The vast wealth gained from ex- 
ports of rubber, coffee and minerats 
gave this big country a permanent 
position in world commerce as a 
purchaser of almost every com- 
modity manufactured. There is a 
market for staples and luxtvries, 
with a range of purchasing power 
sufficiently large to make worth 
while the efforts of any manufac- 
turer, be he maker of cheap hard- 
ware or the finest automobiles that 
human ingenuity can produce. 


Chile ranks high among the Lat- | 
in countries as a buyer of Ameri- | 


can goods. Her nitrate fields as- 
sure her of a large source of iIn- 
come, and the variety of her in- 
dustries and the extensive latitude 


of her immense territory (stretch- |

A Whimsical Tale of \ 
Flanders and the Great 


German Invasion — 


(44 ND I ‘guppose you met Monsieur 
Simoulin? “ 


Anybody who visited the historic 
tewn ot X—— in French Flanders was 
sure sooner or later to be asked that ques- 
tion. 

The traveler might know the ancient ca- 
thedral of the city from spire to crypt: he 
might have visited, guide book in hand, all 
the churches and convents dating from the 
Spanish occupation: he might have studied 
aii the quaint facades of bourgeois houses 
telonging to later Flemish periods. But he 
was credited with knowing nothing unless 
he had met the director of the Library-Mu- 
seum. whom some people called “ Monsieur 
Simoulin,” as though no other description 
were necessary, while others referred to him 
respectfully, though still more tersely, as

The most famous curiosity in the historic 
town of X was undoubtedly “ Monsieur 
Simoulin, our poet.” On this every one 
agreed. not omitting the three newspapers o? 
the opposing political parties in the town, 
which could agree on nothing else. 

Nevertheless, among the numerous land- 
marwW: in X no one, could point to the 
birthplace of “our poet.” The great Mon- 
sieur Simoulin was a southerner, a mérid- 


ionai. from the country of olive groves and, 


August crickets; though he had come when 
quite young to X , to take charge of the 
library that was being established there. At 
X—~—. moreover, hgyhad married and raiseda 
family: and the good people of the town 
were quite willing to forget his foreign origin 
in view of the unquestioned glory he brought 
to their parish. © 

Estimable but unlettered citizens for the 
most part, but notables of the town, enrfched 
on the manufacture of beer and Flemish 
breakfast rolls, had noticed simply that their 
museum had been filled, during $imoulin’s 
regency. with historic objects that bore splen- 
did testimony to the past eminence of X——¥ 
end as for “our poet,” he could talk most 
impressively of bishops, knights, and bur- 
gomasters who had figured in the ancestry 
of many commonplace shopkeepers in tho 
city. 

In addition to all that, Monsieur Simoulin 
was a man who looked the part. “That is 
just what a great man should look like,” 
every one averred on seeing his long white 
beard and flashing eyes, under a head of 
enowy hair that had the venerableness of 
years and the flourish of genius. While on 
his feet, Monsieur Simoulin Jost, to be sure, 
something of his majesty. He was a trifle 
short in stature, and there was a suggestion 
of nervousness, uneasiness, in his carriage. 
But there, behind his desk In the museum 
*study.” in spite of the wrinkles on his 
face amd the dusty yellow of his complexion, 
he could have passed for the Lord of Abra- 
ham, of Isaac, and of Jacob. 

Whenever Monsieur Simoulin talked—and 
that was whenever there was any one to 
listen—his words had, the prestige of a per- 
sonal intimacy with greatness. All the fore- 
most celebrities of the last fifty years had 
been close friends of the wonderful man. He 
a.wavs mentioned Victor Hugo and Gambetia 
by their first names. During Gambetta’s 
political campaigns against the Royalists, 

Aonsieur -Simoulin had had, undoubtedly 
Some connection with the great republican 
tribune. As for the author of “Les Miser- 
ables,” the truth was that Monsieur Simoulin 
kad seen him only once. He had gone witha 
committee of republican students to carry a 
greeting to the great Hugo while the latter 
was in exile in Guernsey. But such defi- 
ciencies counted little with Monsieur Simou- 
-jin’s admirers. They continued to répeat, 
with solemn, unquestioning awe, that “ Vic- 
tor Hugo was a dear friend of our poet.” 

From Zoia, Daudet, and other more recent 
giories of France, Monsieur Simoulin could 
show letters, “My dear Simoulin.” They 
were brief notes colored with that forced 
fraternal intimacy which successful men, 
out of homesick fondness for the days of 
their youth, feel called upon write, some- 
times, to bovhood acquaintances who have 
fallen behind in the rush toward fame. But 
such subtleties escaped the idolators of the 
great hbrarian. The local papers would pub- 
lish one of these ietter® ‘rom time to time 
in the column devoted to historic curiosities. 
And the neighbors of “our poet” would say: 
“Monsieur Simoulin would have been one 
of the greatest “writers of the age had he 
stuck to Paris. His was, by rights, the glory 
that others with less talent than he are now 
enjoying. But he sacrificed himself. He 
preferred to live with us!” 

And the people of X-—— did their best to 
reward the sacrifice. The town council lis- 
tened to his recommendations as to voices 
from on high. When the city treasury was 
empty there was still money enough to cover 
any improvements in the museum that Mon- 
sieur Simoulin desired. Undersecretaries 
passing through the prefecture always paid 
him a visit, and a president of the repubitie, 
in a speech from the train during a five 
minute stop at the station of X-——, had re- 
ferred to him as one of the “ distinguished 
men of the region.” After that he had had 
mo difficulty in marrying off his sons to 
daughters of rich manufacturers in the town, 
who forperly had accepted only sons-in-law 
with money. / 

Monsieur Simoulin was the most famous 
orator of the county. When the newspapers 
wanted to be sure of a crowd at some public 
meeting their advertisements would carry 
the feature: “Monsieur Simoulin _ will 
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speak.” He was, in fact, master of the ring- 
ing patriotic sentences, and deft, as well, 
with the “ode of greeting.” To announce 
an after dinner fantasy by “our great poet ” 
was to be sure that every seat at the ban- 
quet table would be ¢ccupied. 

However, it was during his forenoons at 
the library that Monsieur Simoulin held 
virtual court. Around him crowded there 
all the ambitious literary aspirants of the 
countryside to seek advice and encourage 
ment from the famous “master.” He 
would welcome every one with affection- 
ate familiarity, though it was difficult for 
him to dwell long or a visitor’s troubles. 
“ As my old friend Hugo used to say- ” and 
he would be off on anecdotes of his own ex- 
perience with great men of letters. 

Evenings Monsieur Simoyplin devoted to 
his more solid and serious friends. Admira- 
tion for his learning had finally brought a 
number of retired merchants and officials in 


/X—— to give up collecting saddles or trad- 


ing horses and devote themselves to the 
genealogy and archxology of the locality. 
The favorite pupil of Monsieur Simoulin, 
in these latter gathérings, was the retired 
“Commandant” Pierrefonds, a veteran of 
campaigns in Africa and China, and one of 
the formidable personages in X . Pierre 
fonds was a man of few words but emphatic. 
He hae preserved, from army days, the 
habit 6f intolerance toward any trifling with 
his dignity. Famous for his bad temper, 


‘which he vented in menacing gestures and 


words that snarled from under a stiff red- 
dish gray mustache, “Commandant Pierre- 
fonds, Retired,” was an object of awe to 


every one—every one except Monsieur Si-' 


moulin, who ventured to jest, occasionally, 
with the terrible soldier. 


The admiration that Commandant Pierre- 
fonds paid.to Monsieur Simoulin amounted’ 
almost to worship. The commandant, who 
was a bathelor, had lived, since his with- 
drawal from active service on account of 
ill health, in a modest house on the outskirts 
of the town. His only companions there 
were an aged housekeeper and a collection of 
rare coins,. And, in fact, now that all hope 
of military renown had vanished, it was to 
the science of numismatics that the soldier 
was devotifig his declining years. That is 
why no human greatness seemed to him com- 
parable with that of the antiquarian Simou- 
lin. Pierrefond’s sole remaining aspiration 
Was to be the greatest of that great man’s 
pupils, the first of the “Simoulin school.” 
He. followed the “master” everywhere, and 
those who envied him#this intimacy finished 


by dubbing him “ the poet’s bulldog.” 


But’ thia.@ bulideog” differed from other 


dogs in that he recognized some defects in 


the human beng he had chosen to call God. 
Pierrefonds, with a soldier’s regard for the 
point of honor, considered falsehood as the 
dirtst of all sins. He could not remember 
having told a lie Once in his whole lifetime; 
and he could imagine himself dying rather 
than consenting to depart one iota from the 
truth. Whereas the “master” 

To be quite just Pierrefonds did not know 
exactly what to think of Monsieur Simoulin. 
And the same hesitation was felt by the 
librarian’s pupils, by his sons, his wife; and 
in fact, by all who Knew him at all well! 

Was “our poet,” after all, something of— 
well, something of an embroiderer? 

Of course not! Monsieur Simoulin was 
nota iiar. The liar lies with an end in view. 
He lies either to gain a point himself or to 
checkmate some one else. In this sense 
Monsieur Simoulin never lied. 

Monsfeur Simoulin, in the last analysis, 
eimply did not know the meaning of the 


word “truth.” He was in the habit of avoid- 
ing My Lady Truth whenever he chanced 


to meet that damsel. If he were taken by 
the hand and introduced to her, he would 


~Jower his eyes or ook the other way. Truth, 


at any rate, he always saw somewhat differ- 
ently from anybody else. Things had to be. 
not as they were, but as he chose to have 
them, and when he saw, anything happen 
and then told about it, he made up a story 
that sounded well, whether it corresponded 
to reality or not. 

Monsieur Simoulin’s lies, if lies such may 
be called, took the form invariably of exag- 
geration or understatement. At one moment 
his home town of X would be a greater 
city than New York or London. Then again 
it would be the most miserable hole this 
side of Squeedunk. So people were either 
gods or dgmons. There was no middle 
ground anywhere, whether he was speaking 
of people or of things. To put the situation 
as one of his pupils, a former judge, put it: 
“The master had the defect of many great 
men—he had a lunatic in the house.” 

“Yes, sir! A lunatic in the house”; and 
the judge would look up expectantly to see 
if any of his hearers had caught the allu- 
sion. For that was what the philosopher 
Balebranche had called the human imagina- 
tion. 

The lunatic—a feminine lunatic, it was, in 
the French of Malebranche—the lunatic that 
inhabited Monsieur Simoulhin’s “upper story,” 
was not always awake. At times “our poet” 
would talk as reasonably and accurately as 
a baker in X—— would aeigh his rolls. At 
other times the lunatic would be running 
amuck in the wildest fashion. The illustri- 
ous librarian would seem to be living in 
a world apart, seeing things that nobody else 
could see, and saying things that would have 
béen called whoppers in the “4 ‘of any- 
body but a recognized genius: 

Commandant Pierrefonds had enough “ lit- 
erature” in his training to appreciate the 
attenuations that might be pleaded in behalf 
of his master’s shortcomings toward the 
truth. “Just read Balzac,” he would say. 
“Do you suppose one of tifose stories he 
tells was true? Not @ bit of it! Lies, all 


lies! Well that’s the way with the master. 
Geniuses are all like that!” \ 
When the Great War broke out, Monsieur 
Simoulin’s glory reached its apogee. That 
historic August was the busiest time “our 


poet” had seen in his long sedentary life. 
_He went down to the station to bid every 


train of troops good-by. Every evening he 
wold walk up to the band stand in X——— and 
appear in ‘the front line of the citizens 
crowding around to sing the Marseillaise. At 
the sight of his flourish of white wavy Jrair 
the multitude would interrupt its song! 
“Speech! Speech: Monsieur Simoulin is here! 
A speech from the master.” “Our poet”

> a mount the dais of tke conductor to 
t applause of ‘the people and amid the 
waving of flags; and soon women and men 
would be sobbing in pathos or cheering with 
intoxication, according as the masterly dis- 
penser of patriotic thrills had chosen. 


At times Monsieur Simoulin would stand 
on the platform silently, with arms folded, 
like a Napoleon surveying a field of vic- 
tory. At others he would rant and rave like 
a Danton inveighing against the enemies of 
the. country. 
passed by in review in the orator’s imagina- 
tive picturing, and with each one of them 
Monsieur Simoulinmn, seemed to identify him- 
self. Swelling with "the pride of greatness, 
he would prophesy victory with the assur- 
ance of the strategist or the conviction ofg 
the saint. No one could surpass him in de- 
scribing the horror to which Belgium and 
France were being subjected by the unjust 
aggression of the Germans. 


So things went on for two or three weeks. 
And even then Monsieur Simoulin did not 
lose courage. “This talk of German vic- 
tories is only an invention of the enemy 
to deceive themselves. ,Tomorrow the truth 
will bring them to their senses.” 

But the truth on the morrow brought the 
Germans. themselves. They were approach- 
ing the Flemish town. of X Many of 
the townspeople had long before taken to 


flight, and more than one friend had sug- - 


gested to “our poet” the wisdom of going 


on to Paris, where the French government 
needed the services of all the nation’s most 
brilliant men. 


“Let the enemy come on!” Monsieur Sim- | 


oGlin had thundered from the dais on the 
band stand. “They will find me waiting-for 
them here.” 

His sons had all enlisted, ‘and Madame 
Siymoulir had gone with her dayghters-in-law 
to a town in southern France. The t 
was alone, and ready for any act of Mero- 
ism. . 

“ And they'll find me here, too,” Command- 
ant Pierrefonds had echoed. 

Pierrefonds had felt all his warlike past 
come back upon him with the outbreak of 
hostilities. Declared ineligible for active 
gervice on account of failing health, he had 
nevertheless been appointed to a perfunc- 


- tory position in the military administration 


of X . ‘ 
“Here I shall stay,” he added, “till the 


ministry orders me to beat a retreat.” 
However, with the army of a nation hur- 
tling back upon the Marne, the minister of 
war did not find time to order Pierrefonds 
back from his advanced post at X——. In 
technical command of some hundred old men, 


recruited for police duty from the Old Men’s . 


home, Pierrefonds witnessed the arrival of 
the first German uhlans in the town. He 
was at home at the moment of their entry.., 
And his old-housekeeper had to kneel at his 
feet gnd beg him not to use the rusty revolver 
which he had caught up to fire upon the in- 
vadgers. \ If you shoot we shall all be exe- 
ee as snipers,” the weeping lady had 
pleaded. Pierrefonds, besides, thought of a 
remark of the “master”: “ Pierrefonds, 
when the Boches get here—if they ever get 
here—remember!

The illustrious Monsieur Simoulin had 
plenty of opportunity to know what the hero- 
ism of sacrifice implied.

afternoon clothes and set out to interview 
the German general, intending to deliver, in 
his most effective oratorical style, a ringing 
protest against the invasion of the cquntry 
and against reported German atrocities. He 
got no further, however, than a young lieu- 
tenant, who told him to go home and be quiet, 
unless he wanted to be shot. No one in the 
German camp seemed in the least to appre- 
ciate the master’s eminence in the region; 


and the card which he presented made no 
impression upon the sentries at all. Mean- 
while, his admiring friends in X had de- 
serted him. The younger men had all en- 
listed. Most of the older ones had fled. The 


others who were left obeyed German instruc- 


tions and kept carefully indoors. 
[ 


“Our I noet ” came to know all the tor- 
ments of hunger and inaction; but the worst 
torture came from the loss of his local pres- 
tige. “The lunatic in the house” disported 
itself to no avail. Whenever Monsieur Sim- 
oulin would meet a number of his miserable 
comrades in servitude he would try to re 
assure them: “It will soon be over. I have 
just received excellent news, direct _from 
Our army will be back here in a 
few days.”

His cheering “ embroideries” soon lost 
their color even in his own eyes, and eventu- 
ally the “lunatic in the house” fell back 
into a deep sleep that resembled death. Even 
Monsieur Simoulin tired of hearing himself

Finally came the order of deportation. 
The Germans had decided to impose a new 
form of discipline upon the conquered re- 
gions. Old men, women, and children were 
commanted to make ready for a march into 
the interior of Germany, where they would

By this time, the military governors had 
learned something of Monsieur Simoulin’s 
position in the community of X——-+; and that 
Was why, as an added offense to the city, 
the librarian -and his friend, Pierrefonds, 
were placed in the front line of the proces- 
sion of deportees.

When the great war was over at last, 
the historic town of X in French Flanders 
gradually resumed its former serenity. One

So far Boy Scouting has been 


largely cobfinéd to the city. One 
poase of its work has been to intro- 
duce the city-bred boy to the woods 
and the coufitty. A thew conception 


of the possibilities of the organiza- 
tion has been worked out by Stanley 
A. Harris, a national-filled executive: 


F. J. Paxon. of Atlanta, and Ely Cal- 


alway. of LaGrange, Ga. This con- 


ception is that Scouting can intro- 


duce the farmer-boy not only to a 


meaning of citizenship and civics, 
but to his own surroundings from a 
standpoint utterly foreign to him.
